I, Jan. 12.—Mrs, 
Marie Augustine Lebaudy, who shot and 
killed her husband, the eccentric Jacques 
Lébaudy; at their home, ‘‘ The Lodge,” 
here last night, will defend herself on 
the ground that. she acted in self-defense 
and in-defense of .their creeper serene 
daughter Jacqueline.

Lebaudy have so far declined to outline 
her defense in detail, it will be alleged 
that Lebaudy intended to kill his wife 
and daughter. .

Armed Bands Fight Troops, Despite 
Settlement of Strikes—Food 
Situation’ More Critical. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Jan. 12, 
(Associated Press.)—The police have un- 
covered: a plot on the part of Russians 


‘| to instigate a Bolshevist movement here 


and in Buenos Aires. Four of the lead- 
ers in the movement are seid to have 
confessed their participation in a plan 
to overthrow the Uriguayan and Ar- 
gentine Governments and institute 
Soviets in both countries. The police, 
by quick work, prevented an outbreak 
here’ which had been arranged to occur 
simultaneously with that in Buenos 

The director of the ‘‘ Cultural Centre ”’ 
4s Isaac. Molinoff, a° Russian, ;who. is 
said by the Buenos Aires police authori- 
ties. to. have been an accessory in a 
bomb-throwing plot in the Colon Opera 
‘Miouse several years ago. Since that 
time Molinoff has lived here. He was 
arrested during the general strike last 
August, charged with carrying explo- 
sives. He pleaded he was. taking the 
bomb to sea to. destroy it. Hg, received 
a short sentence and recently was re- 
leased from custody.

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 12, (Associated 
Press.)—Although the fron workers’ 
strike was settled yesterday and the 
general strike which had been ‘declared 
by the Regional ‘Federation wae called 
off last night, there was only a slight 


ecrease in the acts of anarchy during }.

Fifth Change ‘in President's 
Official Family Since He 
Entered the White House.’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12:.—-The fifth 
change in President Wilson’s Cabinet, 
and the second resignation from his of- 
ficial family since the signing of the 
armistice, was announced tonight when 
the White House made public correspon- 
dence between President Wilson and At- 
torney-General Gregory showing that 
the latter would quit the Department of 
Justice.on March 4, after a little more 
than four years of service as Attorney 


| General. 


Like Mr. McAdoo,.who resigned’ as 
Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Gregory, 
who has been attached to the Depart- 
ment of Justice for: nearly six years, 
first as special assistant to the Attor- 
we alee and later as Attorney Gen-

I tender my resignation as Attorney 

General. 

It has been not quite six years ‘sitice 

I’ became Connected ‘with your. Adpiin- 

istration, and more than four yéars 
‘ago, a few days after war was de- 
clared by the European nations, I. be- 
came a member of the Cabinet. It can 
be fairly said that during no other six 
years in the history of our country 
have so many great problems been 
presented and solved. The reflection 
that at such a time I have been. per- 
mitted to stand by your sidé and as- 
sist in a modest way in dealing with 
those nationa] and international issues 
is now, and will always be, my great- 
est source of pride. i 

No man eévér, served a leader who 
was more unfformly considerate, more 
kindly “helpful, and more generously. 
appreciative. No subordinate was ever 
more deeply grateful for the number- 
less friendly words and acts of his 
superior. 

Pecuniary responsibilities of a sub- 
stantial nature rest upon me and my 
private affairs have long demanded 
attention: .During the continuance of 
actual warfare I:did not feel at liberty 
to weigh these personal considerations 
in the balance against the public duties 
with which I was-charged, By March 

4 of the present year the Department 
on Justice will. hayé. substantially 
brought ‘its war activities to. a close 
and be working under norma! ' condi- 
tions. I therefore ask that this resig-: 
nation take éffect on that. date.

_ BERLIN, Jan. 11, (via: Copenhagen, 
Jan. 12.)—This morning, @ whole week 
after the Spartacides had taken pos- 
session of the Vorwirts Building, it 
was recaptured by Government troops, 
after an extremely: desperate battle. At 
the sathe time the truce agreed upon 
with the Spartacides occupying» the 
other newspaper buildings. ceased, the 
Government troops renewing the at- 
tack, which is still progressing. ‘ 
The Vorwiirts Building is situated 
near the Bellealliance Platz, from 


the week - by the- Spartacides, and 
tenaciously defended by theni for sev- 
eral. days and. nights. It - was. sur- 
tendered this morning, after having 
béen, under fire. of seven-centimeter 
field guns. for several hours. The 
building . took’ “tite: and was. partly 
burned. A nuinbér.of Spartacides are 
Bald to perished. in the flames. 
: Medriwhile artilier$ had giso béen 
placed ‘im position. ‘on the roof df the 
Patent Office, a large palace: facing 
the canal running near Lindenstrasse, 
where the Vorwirts occupies. _the 
premises at No: 3. Guna were also 
fired from Bellealliance Platz, south- 
west of Lindenstrasse. This bombard- 
ment lasted two hours, the Spartacides 
replying with heavy machine ‘guns, 
making it necessary to find cover for 
the Government's field guns, both on 
the roof of the Patent Office and in 
Bellealliance Platz. 

About 10 o'clock a white flag was 
hosted’ on the _,Vorwirts Building, 
whereupon some parieying took: place 
between the contesting parties regard- 
ing capitulation. The Spartacides pro- 
posed surreiider on condition that they 
be permitted to march away” unmo- 
lested.

HERTLING’S STORY. 

In the interview given by ex-Chan- 
cellor voN HERTLING three days before 
his death, he explained his hatred of 
Prussia by saying: ‘‘ Evidently one 
** reasons very differently when deaf- 
** ened by the clamors of victory, and 
** every one believed in victory.’’ It 
is a ‘proof of the foolishness of those 
who expected that by cutting the war 
short and treating with Germany on 
even terms they could not only obtain 
good terms, but even encourage a 
German revolution. Victorious na- 
tions do not have revolutions. As for 
Prussia, her leadership was all right 
as long as she gave victory; the other 
Germans, as HERTLING interprets 
them, turned on her only in the mo- 
ment of defeat. 

All Germany was convinced in July, 
he says, that the Allies would send in 
peace proposals by Sept. 1. ‘‘ Cer- 
‘** tainly our situation was most dan- 
** gérous, in the sense that we had 
** played our last card. But what did 
‘* that matter,. since we were sure we 
‘* were winning? ’’ He was Chancellor 
then, and we cannot doubt his de- 
scription of the German state of mind 
at the high tide of German success. 
Victory would have solidified the mili- 
tarist rule and insured peace terms 
that would have stripped the Allies to 
their bones. 

This certainty, says Siedaies soot, was 
increased by the information the Ger- 
mans got, especially from France. 
They believed that there was going on 
‘among the Allies a ‘process of de- 
‘* moralization, about which well- 
‘* meaning agents:furnished daily fan- 
** tastic reports.’’. The German Se- 
cret Service again. Adept as it is in 
slimy methods, it is, and always has 
been, a-total failure in giving its Gov- 
ernment information about the condi- 
tion of enemy countries. In 1914 it 
told: its Government .that England 
could not:-enter the war because it 
was crumbling, and that France would 
be easy to whip because it was de- 
generate. No. other Secret Service 
would be guilty of such errors. It ‘is 
characteristic of the German mind that 
it. sees what it wishes to see.

It was not Germany that “ prolonged 
the war *’; always she yearned for peace 
and would have given it for the asking— 
on terms pleasing to herself; terms that 
therefore should have been pleasing to 
everybody else. For reasons quite be- 
yond her comprehension they were not 
pleasing to anybody else, arid the pro- 
longation of the ‘war-went on. So, too, 
when the. Americans used sawed-off 
shotguns in the Argonne, the Germans 
were inexpressibly shocked. An unfa-

WAR MATERIAL FOR ROADS. 


Bankhead to Call Up Resolution 
Prviding for Transfer. — 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is exerting: efforts 
to secure from the War Department all 
available material not needed for war 
purposes, and which can be used imme- 
diately in improving the nation’s high- 
ways. Senator Bankhead, Chairman of 
the Committee on Post. Offices and Post 
Roads, will call up in the Senate tomor- 
row a resolution authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to turn over to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture any material he 
can spare. 

If the measure is. successful’ in Con- 
gress, hundreds of motor trucks, auto- 
mobiles, mules, horses, &c., which have 
been purchased for war purposes will 
soon be used in building roads all over 
the country. The plan. is to distribute 
the material throughout the various 
States, It is expected that thousands of 
discharged soldiers, especially of the 
Engineer Corps, will be employed in the 
road building. 

Objection has been made in the Senate 
to immediate consideration of the meas- 
ure, for, when Senator Bankhead called 
it up ten days ago, Senator Chamberlain 
of Oregon, Chairman of the Military 


Affairs Committee, made the point that 
the war property should not be dis- 
turbed until the ace treaty had been 
signed. Senator e of Massachusetts 
suggested that, as there was a proposal 
2 urchase and improve training fields 

cantonments, the material should be 
held for a while. 

But adherents of the measure are call- 
ing attention to the fact that, even now, 
army mounts are being sold at a sacri- 
fice. At Camp Meade, last Tuesday, 650 
army horses and mules brought prices 
as low as $40 in somé instances, and the 
top scale was $115.
